18 SCHOOL REPORT. 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


¢ 


, 


The common schools of our town compare favoradly the past 
year with preceding ones. Some of the schools however have 
failed to reach that standard which is their privilege to attain in 


this enlightened age of trained teachers. They should have a 


natural aptitude for teaching; then add to this an acquired talent 
sufficient, and good teachers are the result. There is some truth 
in the saying, that ‘schools are what teachers make them;” yet no 
teacher cau have a brilliant sehool without bright pupils; and the 
co-operation of parents tends greatly to increase the benefit of the 
teachers’ efforts; while their neglect. or indifference produces a 
contrary effect. ; 

A noted feature of the school register, is the absence of the 
names of parents or guardians. Not a scnool in town is provided 
with suitable books for reference, but a very few mans, no globes, 
or apparatus of any kind. The black-boards are miserable; and in 
the village graded school, (the higher department) the black-boards 
Were so poor throughout, they could not be used upon examination 
day; as figuring was not legible. This should not be, for it is a 
great obstacle in the way of advancement. 

During the past year the Superintending School Committee has 
made two visits in every school, each school session ; and in several 
schools three or more visits have been made. Said committee has 
placed jn the several districts, a good sized dictionary, and a set of 
the new readers adopted during the year, for the teacher’s desk. 
Also said committee provided each school with eleven different 
kinds of flower seeds, that a flower garden might be started upon 

‘each school ground. The care for such a garden would certainly 
cultivate the taste of the pupils, and afford a pleasant amusement 
when not occupied in study. hildren would be more easily 
governed in the school room, and I think it would be the means of 
crowding out much thet we deplore in our public schools, if more 
atiention was given to such harmless amusements. A prize was 
offered to the school that shou!d succeed best in caring for such a 
garden. Some of the schools labored under many disadvantages, 
in not having a properly protected spot, or grounds made Suitable. 
The shortness of each school session was also 4 drawback, as a 
less sum of money was appropriated for school purposes than 
previous years, on account of an omission by the former board of 
selectmen, to insert an article ia the warrant, for raising funds for 
the above purpose. District No. 8, receiyes the prize, a map of 
the state of New Hampshire. Fourteen teachers have been em- 
ployed during the year, one male and 18 females. Most of the 
teachers have met with commendable success, and bave striven 
to keep up with the times. 
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In district No. 1, Miss Etta Hobbs of West Plymouth was em- 
ployed to teach the school. She was fairly successful, and her 
pupils improved. ‘This was her first attempt at teaching, and with 
more experience she would ravk among our best teachers. 

District No. 2, had two terms, both of which were taugat by 
Miss Celia Jewell of Hebron. She is a teacher of excellent qualifi- 
cations, aptness and thoroughness in teaching and discipline. The 
school made good progress in the several branches taught. If they 
have not attained the standard she aimed at in their instruction, 
the fault is not hers. 

In district No. 3, the first term was taught by Miss Lucie Reed 
of Dorchester, and the second term by Miss Nellie Hunkins of 
Groton. This school is becoming one of the best in town, (already 
Maintnuining one of the best school rooms) andif the people con- 
tinue to employ suclyteachers as Misses Reed and Hunkins, they 
will find it to be money well invested. Both teachers possess a 
natural aptitude for instructing, and good progress was Made. A 
pleasant feature in Miss Hunkins’ school was the introduction of 
vocal music, in which the pupils tock much interest. 

District No. 4, had two terms, both cf which were taught by 
Miss Susie Simpsou. She is a veteran in the cause, and isat home 
in the school room. Commendable progress was made by the 
pupils. The teacher’s discipline was excellent. 

In district No. 5, the first term was taught by Miss May L. 
Cutting, and the winter term by Miss Celia Jewell, Miss Cutting 
commenced her school in the spr.ng, but was taken sick after the 
school had been-in session two weeks. ‘The school was closed 
until autumn, when the same teacher commenced her duties again. 
She is a teacher of ability, and her pupils made good progress in 
their studies. Miss Jewell, teacher during the winter term, still 
retained her high standard, and met with the success of ber former 
schoul in district No. 2, though a larger and more difficult school 
to manage. ; 


In district No. 6, the primary department was taught by Miss 


Climena Elliott. Kindness was one of the prevailing features in 
her school. She kept a strict watchfulness over her pupils, which 
secured them from those accidents to which such small children 
are liable. The teacher gave her whole heart to her pupils’ wel- 
fare, and they improved with surprising celerity. In the higher 
department the first. term: was taught by Miss Ella French, and the 
winter term by Wm. J. Spaulding. ‘Miss French is a teacher of 
much experience, and progress in the different branches taught 
was noted. The school was not under as good discipline as could 
be desired, the teacher howeyer had her pupils’ best good at heart. 
Mr. Spauiding of the winter term is another veteran in the cause, 
and taught with marked 2bility. Thescholars needed discipline 
and training, which by Mr. 8. they received. Good progress was 
very noticeable in their studies, and the system of good order de- 
mande by the teacher, ‘‘baving a time for everything, and ev ry- 
thing in its proper time,” could not fail to succeed. 


In district No. 7, both terms were taught by Miss Abbie Clarke. 
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Her school though small, was composed of some good scholars, 
and improvement was noted. 

District’ No. 8, employed Miss May L. Nelson of Campton, as 
teacher. She showed ability in her efficient manner of conducting 
a guod school, and her pupils who made good dt tc seemed to 
' appreciate a good teacher, 

District No.9, employed, Miss Carrie. Ayery of Rumney, as 
teacher. This was her first experience in teaching, which was 
successful in discipline and instruction. Her quiet yet firm man- 
ner in the school room wasa pleasant feature. fer pupils made 
good progress. 

In district No. 11, both terms were taught by Miss Mamie L. 
Perkins. Some of her pupils made improvement, and the teacher 
with larger experience, could advance her pupils more rapidly.
